able to identify the resource (handle/key pair; column 5, lines 13-36 and column 7, 
lines 26-30), and inhibiting further access by the process to the resource after the 
use of the resource by the process arising from the allocation of the handle has 
been terminated (column 5, line 62- column 6, line 2 and column 5, line 50-51). 

The subject matter of claim 1 , known from D1 , does not meet the requirements of 
novelty of Art. 33(1) and (2) PCT.

Dependent claims 2-14 do not seem to contain any features which, in combination 
with the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the 
PCT in respect of inventive step (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT) (see in particular the 
documents cited in the search report).
